the Emily there, the Ratification of which have 
been Sign'd and Seal'd in England by the greater 
Part of the Proprietors of the ſaid Colony, We 
thought our Selyes oblig'd to cauſe the faid Adts to 
be brought before Us ; and having, at the Requeſt 
of the Lord Granville, Palatine of the Province, 
and of the Lord Craven, one of the Proprietors 
heard Councel in Defence of the ſaid Acts, an 

examin'd Witneſſes in relation to that Matter, the 
Houſe proceeded to enter upon a particular Con- 
fideration of the two Acts; and it appeared to Us, 
That by the firſt of the Ads complain'd of, a Com-

Whether this Recantation was real or feigned, is 
what no Body can tell, but Mr. 9 Indeed 
tis writ in a fine Strain peculiar to himſelf, and it 
has had this good Effect in his Favour, that it has 
fav'd him (tho' perhaps it might be rather his 
Gown ) from the Pillory, which Puniſhment ae- 
cording to Sentence, on the 6th of May, in the 
Queen's Bench, he was ro undergo, as well as a Fine 
of 100 Marks, that would not be remitted him. 

I was willing to have done with this unhappy 
Buſineſs at once, that I might have the more leaſure 
to ſurvey the other Parts of Europe: Her Majclty's 
great Care was to ſecure the Intereſt of the Catho- 
lick King, Charles III. in Spain; and therefore on 
the 24th of February, Commadore Price failed from 
Plymouth in the Somerſet, with the Royal-Oak, Reſo- 
lution, Ipſwich, Hampſhire, and Litchficld, with a- 
bove 150 Sail under his Convoy, and about 3 in 
the Afternoon on the 1oth of March happily ar- 
riv'd at Li:bon : He found Sir Fobn Leake had fail'd 
from thence With T'wenty Men of War about Seven 
Days before, with Deſign to intercept the Galleons 
bound from Cadiz for the W:/t-Indies. Several Of- 
ficers bound for Gibraltar, came on board Captain 
Price, and told him that Sir Fobn Leake having re- 
ceiv'd Information that the Galleons were ready to 
fail, an Embargo was laid upon all Shipping in the 
River, to prevent Intelligence being carried to the 
Enemy: That as Sir Fobn was ſailing out of the 
River upon this Expedition, the Guts of the Forts 
were fr'd upon him, and to his great Surprize, he 
was ſtopp'd for 24 Hours before he could proceed, 
That when he was at Sea, not far from Cadiz, he 
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that he had parted with the Galleons the Day before, 
Fobn 
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7obn purſü d the fame Courſe ; but being not able to March. 
come up with them, he ſail d for Gibraltar, and wou'd CV WI 
ſtay there till Price ſhou'd join him, which he had , _ 
Orders to do as ſoon as po —4 he could, and with 
him 6 Dutch Men of War, without ſtaying for the 
Portugueſe excuſed this great Diſappointment, 
by ſaying, The Firing on our Fleet, was a Miſtake 
of Orders. which were only to ſtop all other Ships. 
A ſorry Shift, People in England could hardly be 
brought to believe, and many uſed their Tongues 
very freely againſt the Duke of C , and ſome 
others, as if they were entirely inthe French Intereſt 
and did all they could to thwart the honeſt Deſigns of 
the Confederates, Be this as it will, we will leave 
Price to fail from Liszbon on the 2oth, and to join 
Sir Folm Leake on the zd of April, in the Bay of 
Gibraltar; and obſerve, That in the mean time, on 
the 22d paſt, the King of Portugal held a great 
Council, wherein the Miniſters of England, Spain and 
Holland Aſſiſted, and took into Conſideration the 
Project ſent by the Earl of Gallway, and Approv'd by 
a Council of War at Elvas, ro March immediately 
towards Alcantara, and from thence into Caſtile b 
the way of Placencia: Which was Approv'd by His 
Majeſty, and the ſame Day Orders were diſparch'd 
to the Army to March withour any further Delay. 
Bur this Les not done till about the Beginning 
of the next Month, we will leave them for the pre- 
ſent, and all the World at a Gaze, what mighty 
Feats ſhou'd be done by them, ſince they exceeded 
the Enemy under the Duke of Berwick by above one 
half in Number; it being the buſineſs of Philip, and

they began early to interfere with my Lord Peter. 
Boroughs Authority, and intrench upon his proper 
Charge and Buſineſs with ſo much 1 State, 
that they muſt either have thought His Excellency a 
Perſon very inſufficient, or have fancied themſelves 
actually at Madrid, and Philip V. at Paris. After 
the ſame baſe and ungrateful manner were they wont 
to teaze, mortiſie and miſrepreſent the famous Count 
Nicholas Serini, and the late Duke of Lorain, at Vienna; 
and inſtead of their Careſſing thoſe that had already 
Declar'd, to bring over the reſt that had not, they 
fell into Diviſions, Peeks and Contradictions ; and, 
in ſhort, whereas they ſhould have laid out the ſub- 
ſtantial Sums that were advanc'd them, to the imme- 
diate Service of whatmoſt requir'd it, they conſum'd 
the greater part upon what might well have been 
ſpar'd or retrench'd at that preſſing and tickliſh Con- 
juncture. 

The Natives, who, what with one Amuſement or a- 
nother, began to imagine their Security to be real and 
fix d, ſoon threw off all further Apprehenlion, confin'd 
their Thoughts again to their proper Callings, and 

- endeavoured to put a ſtop to the Funds they were 
a launching out for their Defence and Safety- By 
theſe Neglects, the Soldiers lay ſtarving and dying 
in ſhoals, the Breaches at Barcelona and Montſuich 
neglected, the Garriſons unſtored, and Intelligence 
not look'd after: Thus unhappily drill'd they awa 
their Time, and the Advantages they had gain d 
till at length the Enemy awaken'd 'em, but yet in ſo 
drouſie a manner, that they ſeem'd to go ſtumbling 
on to their Ruin: They divided their Troops into 


Torteſa, Lerida, and Girona, leaving but a handful 
in 
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in Barcelona. Horſes we wanted, and theſe, all the Marth. * 
World knew, were not to be had in Catalenia, but 
in Valencia ; ſo His Excellency ( who had propos'd 
it long before to the Court) enter d that Kingdom, 
in order to get a ſufficient Number of them. | 

We have already recounted- the glorious Succeſſes 
that attended him there, for which he was made 
Captain-General, by the King of Spain, and Pleni- 
potentiary by the Queen his Royal Miſtreſs. This 
was a large ſtride, that had like to have prov'd a 
molt fatal one in the Conſequences ;. for the Enemy 
(that had long before been ſufficiently awaken'd) did 
not ſo much march as flie to ſuppreſs this growing 
Flame that threaten'd their Ruin; they had prepar'd 
all the Force they cou'd poſſibly gather, from the 
Frontiers of Portugal, Italy, Provence, nay, from Flan- | 
ders, and the Rhine too; and theſe appear d upon the 
Frontiers of Arragon, Valencia, and Ampurdan, even 
almoſt before they knew it. To effect the Deſign 
they had form'd, and extremely well concerted. for 
the Retaking of Barcelona, they begun with Amuſe- 
ments, and endeavour'd, by their Emiſſaries, to 
perſwade the Allies they deſign'd to ſtand barely 
upon the Defenſive : They deceiv'd them with their 
Morions too; they made ſeveral Feints and Offers, as 
if they would fall upon Lerida, Girona, &c. By 
which Addreſs and Management, they drew almoſt 
all the Forces, Engineers, the Ammunition, Ge. 
from Barcelona to the Frontiers; about which time 
arrived before Barcelona 12, French Men of War, to 
look our (as the Garriſon preſumed ) for the 3 Men 
of War that were bringing them from Italy Supplies 
of Money, which at that time they wanted to Extre- 
mity, the Soldiers for ſeveral Weeks having ſubſiſted 
upon Eighteen-pence a Week, and the Othcersoblig'd 
to pawn their Scarfs, Sc. for want of it too. 

Things being in this poſture, the Enemy about 
Lerida removed, and ſtept in between it and Torteſa; 
by which they drew off to this lalt Place all the re- 
maindcr of the Troops in Barcelona, the Guards only 
excepted, who were then but 300 Men, and thoſe 
employ'd in guarding the King's Perſon and Water. 
Gate only; nay, and theſe too they had wanted, had

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 Mwch. About this time, an additional Number of 12 more 
VN FrenchShips appear'd upon the Coaſt, which awaken'd 
them with a Vengeance; they fell immediately 
upon running up the Breach, but they being Spa- 
niards that work d, it was carry'd on with too much 
flow Gravity : By this time the Enemy had got roge- 
ther, in two ſeparate Bodies, all the Force they cou d 
raiſe, and conſequently rheir Deſign ripe for Execu- 
tion ; they made a movement with their two Armies 
(that near Girona, and the other near Lerida) towards 
Barcelona, but yet in ſuch a manner, that they ſeem'd 
not to have a Deſign upon it, but from hindring any 
more Force of ours from entring Lerida or Girona; 
and conſequently confirm'd the Court in the Belief, 
that their Aim was ſtill on thoſe two Places : Which 
Bait they within fwallow'd fo ſecurely, that the 
never ſo much as talk'd of their coming thither, ti 
they were actually within two Days good March of 
them ; nay, and even-then too they were ignorant of 
their real Deſign, not any-ways dreaming of their 
uniting their two Armies, the one Commanded 
Marſhal de Teſſe, the other by the Duke de Noai les. 
Thus far the Enemy had acted with great Conduct 
and Addreſs; but their next ſtep was a very falfe 
one, they made eight or ten Days delay in a March 
that might have been perform'd in two, perhaps for 
wantof Proviſions, which gave the Garriſon time to 
flip'in a hundred or two of Men, for mending the 
Breaches, repairing the Baſtions, Sc. all which went 
pretty forward, being excited by the Clergy, abun- 
dance of whom work'd very heartily —. 4 
How great ſoever the Preparations were for reco- 
vering Barcelona, the Revenge, which broil'd in the 
French King's Heart againft the Duke of Savoy, * 
prompted him ro make much greater ones for the 
attacking of Turin under the Duke de Feuillade: But 
Italy producing nothing of Action between the Armies 
for theſe two Months, we ſhall move from hence

were, Don Diego de Monroy, a Major-General, and , 
the Conde de Canilleron. In this Action they loſt the 
Conde de St. Vincent, who receiv'd ſeveral Wounds, 
of which he died that Night. They had very few 
Men beſides either Kill'd or Wounded ; the Chief

The Army having procceeded thus Succeſifully, 
thro' the whole Courſe of this Month, 'tis time we 
ſhould' haſten towards Barcelona, which we left ſome 
time ago, but in an indifferent State and upon the 
Brink of being beſieged by a Powerful Army; we * 
ſhall not here give a long and unneceſſary Detail of / 
the Preparations, Menaces and Motions' of the

fit to make no further Efforts that Day ; and the 
Catalans being by this Repulſe made ſure that the 
Enemy they had to deal with, were cnly Mortals 
like themſelves, became ſo familiarly bold, as to ad- 
vance without the Works and Pickeer upon the 
French as if they were to ſhoot at Wood-Cocks. I 
could never find out the exact Number of the French 
Army imployed in this Siege, but all Circumſtances 
conſidered, as the Length and Vigour of the Siege, 
and the Numbers thac afterwards remain'd of them 
alter the railing of it, they could not well amount 
to lefs than z5000 Men. The Garriſon in the 
Morning of the 4th, fairly perceiv'd their Camp

cers that were abſent came, and believing the Place 
to be clear of the Enemy, they ad vanc'd to a Batta- 
lion drawn up in the Works to give them new Or- 
ders, (taking them to be Outeh, by their Cloathing) 
but found chem to be the Enemy, who took moſt of 
the Officers and many Soldiers Priſoners, without 
firing one Gun for it: Thoſe within and about the 
Caſtle not knowing of this Accident, were in the 
greateſt Confuſion imaginable, wanting and calling- 
out for Officers to give them Orders ; for nothing 
above an Enſign or Lieutenant was to be ſeen, and 
not ahove three or four of them neither: In ſine, had 
the Enemy (who only propoſed, taking what they 
already had] puſh'd; a little farther, they had car- :

carry'd all that they could from Mont/uich, all that 
was left Combuſtible was ſet on Fire, and the Gar- 
riſon retired to the Town, being little moleſted by 
the Enemy : They burnt all the Stakes upon the 
Line of Communication without Musket-ſhot of the 
City Walls, by the Advice of a Council of War of 
ſome profound Heads, Ge. but contrary to the Opi- 
nion of the Engineer, who propoſed clearing that 
Night the incon iderable Breach, and to keep it out 
ſome Days longer, and a Span;/- Captain offer d to 
maintain it.

The reſt of the Enemy's 
Foot were entirely broke: The Horſe of their Left 
Wing ſeemed to make a ſtand, to gain time for 
their Foot to retire ; but were charged ſa quick, and 
with ſo much Bravery, by the Engliafh ſe, that 
they entirely abandoned the Foot; and our Dra- 
goons puſhing into the Village of Autregliſe, made 
a terrible Slaaughter of them; the French King's 
own'Regiment of Foot, called the Regiment du Roy, 
begg'd for Quarter, and delivered up their Arms 
and Colours to the Lord Fobn Hay's Dragoons; 
They purſued the Enemy all Night by the 'Way 
of Fudoigne, as far as Meldre, being Five Leagues 
from the Place where the Action happened, and 
Two from Louvain, and there Colonel Richards left 
the Army on Monday Night the 13th Inſtant, pre- 


paring to march ſo carly as to be ar the Dyie the 


next Morning by break of Day; and to ſecure the 
Paſs of Ned:r Jebe, which would give them an Op- 
portunity of further improving this great and glo- 
rious Succeſs, |

© Priſoners amounts to 3000, whom I have ſent to 


© Maeſtricht by the way of Liege, to be diſpers'd in 
© other Places. We have, on our Side, loſt ſeveral 


good Officers of Note, and among the reſt, Prince 


* Lewis of Heſſe, Colonel of Foot, I ſhall order an 
* exact Liſt to be given me, of the Officers and Sol- 


© diers that have been Kill'd and Wounded in this 


Action, which I ſhall give my ſelf the Honour to

But to proceed: On the, 8th at Night the Enemy 
began to Bombard the Citadel from a Battery of 
10 Mortars placed on this ſide the Porporate, and 
the Mortars from the Citadel flung ſeveral Bombs 
and Stones into their Works; and the Beſieged made 
ſo great a Fire with their Cannon and Small-Arms, 
that they advanced their Works but very little. 
On the 1oth the Enemy fired 180 Bombs, but not 
one of them fell into the Town. Next Day they 
fired 220 Bombs, but few of them fell into the 
Town, and thoſe did little damage. On the 14th 
came ſeveral Deſerters into the Town, who all 
agreed, Thas Orders were given for a great Detach-

few People, for we reckon that on our ſide, the

* tory, by the Effects it has had, ſince our Ap- 
: proach, : The Enemies have abandoned Louvain, 
* Bruſſels, Malines, Aloſt, Liere, Ghent, Antwerp, 
* Bruges, Oudenard, and other Places, where we 
found great Magazines of Ammunition and Pro- 
© vilions, &c. which ay had not time to deſtroy. 
Our Army is ſtill purſuing the Enemy, who con- 
© tinually fly before us, and according to our laſt 
© Letters, were retired to Deinſe, and afterwards to- 
* wards Courtray ; ſo that there is reaſon to hope, by 
© the Bleſſing of God, that before the End of this 
Campaign, the beſt part of the Spaniſb-Netherlands 
* will be brought under Subjection to King Charles III.

Perceiving this Advantage, they detatch'd a Body 
of Horſe to repoſſeſs themſelves of Madrid, where 
they kill'd many of the Germans, and others of King 
Charles's Party. Upon this, Segovia, Toledo, Salt. 
manc a, and other Places, which had ſubmitted to 
His Catholick Majeſty, revolted again to the Duke 
of Anjou, and the Communication with Portugal was- 
cut ON. 

When Matters came to this paſs, moſt of the 
Generals were for fighting, in order to recover that 
Advantage, which had been fo unhappily loſt ; but 
of 45 General Officers, the Earl of Peterborough alone 
was againſt running ſuch a Riſque. His Lordſhip 
gave his Opinion in Writing againſt it, and con-

* mean time they will have much a-do to ſubfiſt, be. 
ing in a very barren Country. I received this Mo- 
* ment a Letter from Monſieur de Legal, who informs 


eme, that he has poſſeſſed himſelf of Alcala, the 


Enemy having abandon'd the Place; but he can- 
not as yet exactly tell what quantity of Proviſions 
they may have left there, The Inhabitants told 


him there were abundance of Sick Officers and 


Soldiers. I have ſent him Orders to detatch 500

the Relief of Turin, have ſaid concerning the Siege,

* Precipitation towards Pignerol, leaving behind them 
© 47 Field Pieces, 120 Pieces for Batteries, 4000 
Bombs and ſeveral other things neceſſary in a Siege. 
They left likewiſe behind the Mareſchal of Marſin, 
© Priſoner, who died Three Days after of his 
* Wounds, Five other Generals, a great many Offi- 
© cers, and near 6000. Priſoners, beſides a great ma- 
ny Standards, Colours, Kettle Drums, &c. Being 
* informed that Prince * has acquainted you 
© with all the Particulars of that glorious Action, I 
© ſhall forbear to trouble your Excellency with any 
* further Account thereof, and tell you only ſome 
© Particulars relating to the Siege of this Place: 
The Enemy, as your Excellency knows very well, 
came before this Place with 70 Battallions and 30 
© Squadrons the 13th of May laſt, and on the 26th 
© they opened their Trenches, and carried on Two 
© Artacks, one againſt the Citadel, add another a- 
* gainſt the City. They made their Batteries, and 
carried on their Approaches with ſo much Succeſs, 
© that 20 Days ago by means of their great Fire, 
they made Breaches in Two Counter-guards, a 
half Moon and a Baſtion, which were 15 eaſy to 
© be mounted, that my attempted Three ſeveral 
© times to lodge themſelves thereon, tho? they were 
© as often repulſed. The Fire laſted Four Hours in 
* the Storm, during which the Enemy renewed three 
times their Attack, but the Garriſon made fo brave

from Late Cannon, Mortars and ſmall Arms, and 
. threw ſuch a Number of Bombs, Grenadoes and 
Stones, that I verily believe the like was never 
ſeen in any Gags. Many brave and noble Actions 
have been performed by our Garriſon on this Oc- 
caſion, and they have found out ſeveral new means 
to defend themſelves, and diſpute the Ground Inch 
by Inch, in order to gain time; and had they not 

wanted Powder, they would certainly have 
made a greater Execution. * The Conſtancy and 
Zeal of the ſaid Garriſon cannot be ſufficiently 
* praiſed; and tho' two Thirds of them were new 
* raiſed Men and Boors, yet every one as well Sol- 
© diers as Officers, have ſhew'd ſo much Bravery, 
that they always appeared ready to Sacrifice them- 
© ſelves for the common Cauſe. I am obliged to 
© mention Colonel Hauthois, and give him the Praiſes 
© he has ſo juſtly deſerved. He was left in this 
place with 500 Horſe, and has not only performed 
* ſeveral good and brave Services during the Siege; 
but having ſallied out the Day the Battle happened, 
e fell on the Enemies Rear, took a General, with 
a Colonel, a Lieutenant-Colonel, 31 Officers, and 
* 300 Soldiers Prifoners, whom he ght in with

* of a long and expenſive Siege, which has laſted

Cannon the Horſe ſtop'd, and the Foot form'd into 
Two Lines, whence all the Enemy's Camp lay open 
to View, and then they perceiv'd their Intrench- 
ment was greater than they had imagined. The 
Enemy began to Cannonade them furiouſly, and 

continu'd it Two Hours, before they were entirel 
form'd, but the Grenadiers having taken their Poſt, 
and the Foot being drawn into T'wo Lines, the 
Left Wing was order'd to advance leiſurely along 
the Stura, to give time to the Right to form it ſelf, 
and to advance towards the Enemy's Intrenchment ; 
then they began on their Left Wing ro Cannonade 
the Enemy ; but they were in a wide Plain wholly 
expos'd, whereas the Enemy Cannonaded them co- 
ver'd from behind their Intrenchment, and this 
Cannonading laſted from half an Hour paſt 8 «ll 
near 11. At length all being ready, and the Or- 
ders given for the Attack, all the Grenadiers of the 
Imperialiſts and Allies, led by Colonel Salmut, as al- 
ſo the Pruſſian Foot beigg nearer to the Enemy than 
* the Right Wing, attack'd firſt, Commanded by 
the Prince of Anbalt and the Major-Generals, Seil. 

len and Haghen, his moſt Serene Highneſs leadin 

them on in Perſon with extraordinary Bravery an 
Valour. The Fire was vigorous, both Musket and 
Cartridge-ſhot; and while that Prince was in full 
Attack, the Prince of Wirtemberg and Major-General 
gs with their Brigades fell on, as did Major- 
eneral Rbebinder with the Palatines ; at the ſame 
time likewiſe the Prince of Saxe-Gotha and Major- 
General Count Knig/ck began on their {ide to attack 
with their Brigades Then the Fire grew general, 
and fierce on both ſides, but the Event 1 till 
at laſt on the Left, all the Grenadiers with the Pruſ- 
ſian Foot and the Brigade of Mirtemberg, conſiſting 
of 5 Imperial Regiments, ſurmounted the en 
ea 
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Reſiſtance of the Enemy, forc'd the Intrenchment, September. 
and at the ſame time levell'd it to open the Way for 
the Horſe: But not ſtopping there, nor formin 
themſelves, according to the Diſpoſition that had 
been made ; on the Contrary, ſeveral 2 that 
had ęntred Precipitately, purſuing and puſhing the 
Enemy, General Iſelbach who was in the 2d Line, 
and who was to ſupport the Brigade of Mirtember 
detach'd from his own Brigade the Regiment o 
Staremberg under Colonel Haindi, and caus'd him 
to poſt himſelf on the Intrenchment, with order to 
turn the Enemy's Cannon againſt themſelves, and 
not to abandon that Poſt, happen what would : This 
was executed very ſeaſonably, for that Regiment 
had hardly poſted it ſelf, when the Enemy who fled 
fac'd about, repuls'd part of our Horſe, and pene- 
trated through the Pruſſian Foot, becauſe the Impe- 
rial Foot had mov'd to the Right to make an Aper- 
ture; but the Regiment of Staremberg ſu ported the 
Pruſſians with ſo great Bravery, that the Enemy was 
forc'd to give Ground, and by that Means the ſaid 
Pruſſians had time to put themſelves in Order agen: 
In the mean while the Horſe of the Right Wing 
advanc'd, and all together put the Enemy to the 
Rout a Second time, © 5 
At the ſame time Baron MWebinder had likewiſe for- 
ced the Intrenchment; but the Prince of Saxe Gotha 
met greater Obſtacles, being obli d for an Hour 
and a half to endure a grefit Fire, becauſe he made 
his Attack by Lucenta, which Poſt the Enemy were 
at Hand to defend : But _ hſtanding that, his 
Highneſs ſtood it with extreme Bravery, and gal- 
lantly repuls'd the Enemy's Horſe, who had made 
an Opening for themſglves on the Left Wing. In 
the mean time, the Enemy reinforcing more and 
more, Baron Kriechbaum and Count Harach ſupport- 
ed vigorouſly ihe Prince of Saxe Gotha, while Baron 
Iſelbach with Major-General Bonneval punctually ex- 
ecuting their Orders, entred into Action likewiſe 
with the Enemy; and during this Fight near Lucenta 
Where was the Head of a Bridge of the Enemy's, 
a Caſſine was forc'd and a Battalion in it made Pri- 
ſoners. Our Men lodg'd themſelves in that Caſſine,

In the mean time, tho* the Enemy were intirely 


beaten, they ceas'd not to batter the Place till to- 
wards Night, when they were forc'd to abandon 
with Precipitation their Approaches, all their Car- 
non, Mortars, Ammunition, and Furniture of War, 
in great Quantity, But in their Flight they ſer fre 
to ſeveral Magazines of Powder, Bombs, and Gre-

and were obliged to abandon them. K. 

On their Side were loſt in the beginning of the 
Battle, Colonel Hofman, the Prince of Bevern Colb- 
nel of Volfembottel, and Lieutenant-Colonel Neiſtein 
of Wirtemberg : Wounded, & we 1 yrs Nrrecb- 
baum ſlightly, the Majors- General Srilen and Haghen, 
with the Colonels Nede, Salmut, and andther of the 
Pruſſians: Beſides theſe, they had many Inferior 
Officers KilYd or Wounded. This great Action 
laſted till Night, becauſe of the Intrenchments, Re- 
doubts, and fortified Caſſines, whence they were 
obliged to beat che Enemy ſucceiſively ; whereby 
they gain'd the Night, which was the more favour- 
able to them for their Flight, becauſe their Troops 
for Wearineſs had need of Reſt : However they 
- _ neglect to ſend ſeveral Detachments in Purſuit 
of them. ; | | 

As in this Battle, which was atfirſt no leſs dubious, 
than afterwards deciſive by a compleat Victory, 
His Royal Highneſs the Duke of Suvoy, to his immor- 
tal Glory, did not ſpare his Royal Perſon, but 
expos'd himſelf in the rhickeſt Fire, for the Good of 
the Common Cauſe, and the Welfare of his Domi- 
nions, having himſelf led on his Troops, and given 
neceſſary Orders every where till the End of the 
Battle. So Prince Eugene, and all the other Generals, 
after his Example, as alſo the Officers and Soldiers, 
did on this Occaſion all that could be expected from 
brave and fearleſ Warriors; and 'tis eaſie to con- 
jecture what Difficulties hey had to ſurmount, 
as well by the Height of the Intrenchment, as bo- 
cauſe the Foot could not break in, till after they 
had levell'd it to open a Way for the Horſe. The 
Generals of Foot did not ſignalize their Valour 
leſs than the three Generals of Horſe, the Prince 
of Heſſe d*Armſtade, the Maqueſs Viſconti, and the 
Marqueſs de Langallerie, as alſo Major.General

Officer that commanded in that Place anſwering that 
he would defend it, Prince Eugene caus'd the Army 
to move up to it, gave order for a Battery of Cantion 
and Mortars to be rais'd the following Night,-and 
commanded the Prince of Darmſtadt to march the 
next Day with all the Horſe to Inveſt Alexandria. 
The 14th they heard a great Blaſt, and in the Even- 
ing were inform'd by a Courier from the Prince of 
Darmſtadt, that immediately after his Arrival before 
Alexandria, the Magazine of Powder in that Place 
blew up. The Prince next Day receiv'd a Conkir- 
mation, of the Magazines * blown up, and 
that ſeveral Fathom of the Wall of the Town were 
thrown down thereby ; he held a Council of War, 
in which it was reſolv'd „ er to follow the 
Prince of Darmſtadt with moſt of the Foot, and to 
leave the reſt before Tortona under the Command of 
General Iſelbach. That Town ſurrendred in the A,. 
ternoon, the Garriſon retiring into the Caſtle. Prince 
Eugene on the 16th paſs'd the Bor mia, where it falls 
into the Tanaro, and preſently order'd a Bridge to be 
laid oyer the Tanaro, to facilitate the Paſſage of the 
Cannon and other things that had been us'd in the 
Siege of Pavia, On the 19th the Army extended 
it ſelf within 400 Paces of Alexandria. On the 18th 
they made a Parallel Line, and rais'd a Battery. On

wiſe ſurrender'd to M. Martigni. Prince Vaudemont, 
and Count Medavi in the Mantua all this while did 
nothing ; but now in Pars they pretended to revive 
the Spirits of their Amy in Dauphine, related from 
time to time the great Preparations made for them 
to re-ctnter Piedmont, and make ſome Diverſion to 
draw part of the Forces of the Duke of Savy and 
Prince Eugene out of the Milaneze : And firſt of all 
Lieutenant-General Vibray was actually ſent into 
the Valley of Aoſte with a Detachment, to try whe- 
ther a Paſſage might be had that Way; but he ad- 
vanc'd no further than the Town of Aoſte, and from 
thence return'd back again over the Mountains, 
aſſoon as he had Intelligence that the Baron de St. R- 
my and the Count de la Rocca were ready with a Bod 
of Troops to receive him, ſhould he advance towards 
the Fort of Bar.

Bell; but all their Care was not capable to put out 
the Fire.

to ſubmit to that, his Royal. Highneſs: gave Order 
for continuing to batter the Place, and {ignified to 
him, that he would make an Aſſault next Morning, 
and put all to the Sword: The Governour yielded 
on the Terms preſcribed him. The Garriſon con- 
ſiſted of 1886 Men, of which 65 were Officers, his

The Affairs on the {ide of Portugal did not look 
with a better Aſpect; for the Marqueſs de Bay ha- 
ving form'd a Deſign to Surprize Alcantara, exccuted 
it the Night between the 14th and i th, though he 
had but 800 Foot, and 200 Horſe, He committed 
the Conduct of this Ehterprize to Don Feſeph d' Ar. 
mendariz, who having with ſome Soldiers ſcaled the 
Wall, and having kill'd the Centinels, found means 
to ſeize a Gate at which they let in the reſt. The 
Portugueze, who were almoſt equal in Number with 
the Aſſailants, ran to their Arms, but after ſome Re- 
ſiſtance, they yielded themſelves Priſoners of War. 


The Loſs of Alcantara fo. tamely and careleſsly, 
was a great Mertification at Lisbon; but the Death 
of the King of Portugal, which happen'd on the gth, 
was much more fo to the Portugueze and all the 
Allies ; and for my part, I take it to be a lingular 
Providence, that our Fleet and Army happen'd to 
be there at that Critical Juncture. ; ” 

But on the fide of Arragon, Prince de Tilly march'd, 
in November, with a Bedy of Troops from Navarre 
into that Kingdom, and deſigning to poſſeſs himſelf 
of Saragoſſa, by the help of ſome Perſons in it, with 
whom he held ſecret Intelligence, before he got thi- 
ther the Conſpiracy was detected; and he not 
daring to attempt that City by open Force, turn d 
his Army againſt Exea, and enter'd that Town by 
Aſſault, put all the Men they found in it to the 
Sword, and then plunder'd and burnt it.

The Account given laſk Year of the Learned 
Mr. RAY being very imperfect, a worthy 
Friend of his has obliged me with this that fol- 
lows, which I do not doubt but will be very ac- 
ceptable to the Publick, 


Father of. the Botanick Science, Mr. John Ray, 
at his Houſe in Black Notley in the Cohan of Eſſex, 
in which Pariſh he was likewiſe Born on the 29th of 
November, 1628, being the Son of one Roger Ray by 
Profeſſion a Blackſmith ; yet was not his Father's 
Fortune at ſo low an Ebb, but that he could afford 
this his Son liberal Education, the firſt Rudiments of 
which was at a Grammar-S$chool in Braintree-Church, 
under the Tuition of one Mr. Love, where he pro- 
fitted ſo well, that on the 23th of June, 1644. he was 
admitted into Catherine-Hall in Cambridge, where he 
continued about a Year and Three quarters, and 
then removed himſelf to Trinity-Colepe, of which he 
was admitted ene of the Minor-Fellows on the 8th 
of September, 1649 ; and about Six Months after, 
one of the Major-Fellows : He was, after that, one 
of the Senior- Fellows of that College, but when 
admitted, or how long he continued fo, cannot be 
known, there being a Chaſm for many Tears in 
their Books: Upon the Reſtoration in 1660. he re- 
turned to be one of the Major.

In Fuly 1673 he married Margaret one of -the 
Daughters of John Oakeley of the Pariſh of Launton 
in Gxfordſhire Gent a younger Branch of the Shrop- 
ſhire Family, by whom he had only Four Daugh- 
ters, Three of which Survive him. 

After his Marriage he continued in Marwickſhire 
until Michaelmas- 1677, when he rurn'd into his Na- 
tive Country, and having lived about a 'Year and 
Three Quarters at Faulkborn-Hall, he removed into 
Black Notley into a Houſe of his own erection where 
to uſe his own Words. He intended (God willing)

Reverend 
Rector of the Pariſh offer'd him on his- Death Bed 
a Place of Interment in the Chancel of his Church, 
yet he modeſtly refuſed it, chooſing rather to be bu- 
ried in the Church Yard with his Anceſtors.

that She made him Lord Treaſurer of England, and 
one of the Lords Commititoners for Exerciſing the 
Office of Earl-Marſhal: Upon King Fames the Firlt's 
coming to the Crown, he renewed his Patent for 
that great Office of Lord High Treaſurer, for Life; 
and on the 13th of Mach, 1603. in the Firſt Year 
of his Reign, Created him Earl of Doſert. He was 
likewiſe Chancellor of the Univerlity of Oxford, and 
Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, being 
much commended for his Elocution, but more for 

the Excellency of his Pen. The moſt Noble Lord 

now Deceaſed, was Created Lord Cranfield of Cran- 
field, and Earl of Middleſex, by Letters-Patent bear- 
ing Date at Weſtminſter on the 4th of April in 1676; 
and ſucceeded his Father Richard Earl of Dorſet, 
whoſe Father was Edward, Lord Chamberlain to the 
Queen, and his Richard, the Son of Robert, the Son 
of Thomas, the Firſt Earl of Dor/et; fo that Charles was 
the Sixth Earl in Deſcent. Upon the Revolution in 
1688. of which he was a hearty Promoter, he 
was made Lord Chamberlain of the Houſhold to 
King William III. He had the Honour and Truſt 
of being Conſtituted one of the Lords Juſtices of 
_ in 1695, 1696, 1697, and 1698 : He 
reſigned the Office of Lord Chamberlain of the 
Houſhold in 1697. yet upon Advantageous Terms, 
and was ſucceeded thercin by the Earl of Sunderland. 
He was a Perſon of great Wit, that in his younger 
Years run to an Extravagance, but the Sedateneſs 
and Gravity of his more advanced Age made 
made Amends for it. The Poets in him loſt their 
Mecenas, he himſelf having an excellent Genius in 
Poetry, and Wrote many Things, none of which 
were ever thought contemptible.

juſt Regard to Tender Conſciences : Hehwas very 
moderate in his Diverſion; and his Moderation in 

the leſſer and more doubtful Points of Religion, 
2 of late Years, was a Vertue that ſhone in 
bim. In the Management of a Controverſy he 
diſcover'd much of the Gentleman, as well as the 
Scholar. The Peaceableneſs of his Temper was 
very Commendable. He had no Patrimony left 
him ; and though he never knew what it was to 
Abound, yet he declared he never Wanted, and he 
met with ſome Remarkable Inſtances of Supply, 
when there was the leaſt outward Proſpect of it.

The 5th he came to Chappel, &, * 
and after Divine Service returned to his Palace of 9. 
Alcantara, and found his Head very much our of 
order. The 6th in the Evening his Majeſty fell 
into a Sort of Lethargy,whereupon proper Medicines 
were adminiſtred co him, which gave him Eaſe in 
his Head; but the Defluction falling upon his Lungs, 
he was let Blood in the Foot the next Morning, and 
in the Evening found himſelf much better, and all 
the following Night there were great Hopes of his 
Recovery. The 8th his Majeſty was let Blood in 
the Arm, but a great Quantity of Water came out 
with the Blood, and the King ſoon after fell into a 
more profound Lethargy than before. He received 
the Extreme Unction that Night; and his Diſtem- 
per encreaſing upon him, he fell into Convulſions 
about 11 the next Morning, and died in two Hours 
after; aged 57 Years and 3 Months. 

This Dan Pedro had two elder Brothers, viz. The- 
edoſius, and Alphonſo, the firſt of which dying before 
their Father, King Fohn, and Alphonſo ſucceeding 
young to the Crown, the Queen Mother was de- 
clared Regent; who being Ambitious enough to pre- 
ſerve the Power ſhe had got in her Hands, ſets tha 
King and the Infante Don Pedro at Variance, and 
the Eider looking upon it as a Preſumption in the 
Younger to take upon him to Cenſure his Conduct, the 
Younger ſupported by his Mother and the Grandecs 
of his Party never ceaſed to give the King freſh. 
Provocations : Nay the Queen Regent was ſo appre- 
henſive, leaſt the King ſhould aſſume the Reins of 
Government into his own Hands, that ſhe reſolved 
to ſet up Don Pedro (who was forward enough of

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December. perſwaded him he ought to be declared Prince and 
WY WV Heir to the Crown, alleaging that his Brother was 

Impotent, and conſequently the Kingdom muſt de- 
volve upon him: The Council fell in with the Intereſt 
of the Regent, and the Faction ſeized Conti the 
Kings Favourite in his Majeſty's Apartment, and 
ſent him into Braſil. But Count Caſtelmelbor ſucceed- 
ing in the King's Favour, who reſolve to take the 
Government upon himſelf ; this was done, in ſpight

the Year 1683. when the Duke of Lorain retiring 
with the Imperial Army towards Vienna, now 
threatned with a Siege by the Turks, a Body of Tar- 
tars ſwam over the Leitha, and falling upon the 
Duke's Left-Wing, made them retreat in Diſorder ; 
upon which Occaſion, Lewis-Wiliam, Marqueſs o 
Baden, (as he was then call'd 5 gave ſignal Proofs of 
his Valour, by Rallying and bringing to Fight ſome 
Troops he found in Diſorder, and flew ſeyeral of 
the Tartars, which made the reſt fly, 

The Turks having form'd the Siege of Vienna ſoon 
after, and carry'd it on with _ Vigour, * 
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the King of Poland and the Duke of Lorain came up 
to the Relief of it, and fought that glorious Battle, 
while Part of the Turks at the ſame time Storm'd the 
City; Prince Lewis, by a happy Conduct, got in 
with a Body of Horſe, Foot, and Dragoons, beat 
the Enemy from the Attack, and cut them in Pieces. 
The Turks being Routed, and the Siege Raiſe 
Prince Lewis Commanded the Right-Wing on 
the Impirial Troops that were with the King 
Poland in the Action near Barcan, wherein the Turks 
were defeated ; ſoon after which the Prince took the 
Fort of Barcan. 

Many other glorious Actions were perform'd by 
this Prince in 1684, 1685, and 1686. and he had a 
very great ſhare in winning the great Battle of 
Mohatz in 1687. For having obſerved a very ad- 
vantageous Poſt on the fide of a Hill, and acquaint- 
ing the Dukes of Lorain and Bavaria therewith, he 
was Ordered to take that Poſt ; which he did wich 
admirable Courage and Succeſs. 

In the Year 1688, Prince Lewis perfarmed great 
Service in Defeating the Baſha of a 94 near Tervat, 
and killing about 5000 Turks on the ſpot, with a very 
unequal Foree : All which Services contributed 
to make him Commander in Chief of the Imperial 
Army in Hungary the following Year, wherein he 
performed Wonders, firſt by defeating the Turks near 
Paſſarovitz, afterwards near Pataſebin, and laſt of all 
at Niſſa, with 15000 Men againſt an Army of 
about 8oooo. Niſſa 1 the Turks ſued car- 


_ neſtly for Peace, though in vain, and were again de- 


feared at Widin, which Place proved the Reward of 
the Prince's Victory, 

In 1690. he reduced Tranfilvuania under the Obe- 
dience of the Emperor, and expelled Count Tekeh, 
who had been declared Prince of that Country. 

The Prince, in 1691. fought the great Battle of 
Salankement, wherein 'twas computed the Infidels loſt 
25000 Men to 316g of the Chriſtians, wherein bis 
Highneſs got immortal Honour, beſides 154 Pieces 
of Cannon, and other great Booty. The Year 1692 

roved no active Campaign with his Highneh, 
or want of a good Army and other Neceſſaries of

f The Year 1697 produced a General Peace, after 
his Highneſs had taken Eberenburg, and was going 
f to lay Siege to Kirn. dp 
Prince Lewis was ſerved bad enough by the Em- 
pire in the late War, but worſe a great deal in this, 
which began on the Upper-Rbine in 1702. It's true 
1 he, by his Perſeverance and Wiſe Conduct carry 
Landau, after a long Siege, where the King of the 
l Romans was in Perſon; though that Important Place 
4 was unhappily loſt next Year, but not at all rough 
1 his Highneſs's fault, as is manifeſt to all the World; 
and before the End of that Campaign. fought the 


Battle of Fridlingen, againſt Monſieur de Villars 
Il (who was endeavouring to join the revolted Bavg- 
of rians ) with as much Succeſs as could well be ex- 
"4 pefted. And though the French, with all their Force, 
GC in 1703. could not Force the Prince's Lines at Scol- 


of boven, they afterwards made their Way through the 
Vale of Kent's to join the Elector. Things were 
* in great Confulion now in the Empire, and ſo em- 
0 broil'd, that his Highneſs could not well tell which 
2 way to turn himſelf: He dexterouſly faved Auaburg 
. from falling under the Power of the French and Ba- 
"ſt varians, though afterwards they took Poſſeſſion of it. 
his He was Wounded at the Battle of Schellenbergh in 
1704. and throughout acted the Part of an Old 
- Great and Brave General ; and perhaps, if he h 
7 not erder'd his Men to bring Faſcines with them to 
of all the Intrenchments, the Succels had been more 
F Ll 4 dubiouz 
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December, dubious than it proved. He was at the Siege of 
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Death 
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Ingoldſtade when the Battle of Blenheim was fought, 
and ſo could have no Share in the Glory of it: 
However, he took Landau a ſecond time before the 
End of the Year. He forced the Lines of Haguenau 
in 1705. And, as the Concluding Act of his Life, 
* . beſt Retreat over the Mine with an handful 
of Men, againſt a formidable Enemy, this Vear, that 
perhaps was ever perform'd. 

This Prince, I hinted to you before, was General- 
Lieutenant of the Emperor, which is ſo High a Dig- 
nity, that thoſe who are poſſeſs'd thereof pretend, 
'That they are to obey no Body but the Emperor ; 
and Prince Lewis would not yield to the King of the 
Romans himſelf, till. he had a particular Commiſſion 
from the Emperor to repreſent his Perfon. Thar 
Prince enjoy'd, for ſeveral Years, the Reputation of 
a Great General, but his Diſputes with the Council 
of War at Vienna contributed very much to fink his 
Reputation. That Council croſſed all his Projects, 
and did not ſupply him with what was requiſite to 
put them in Execution, fo that they generally miſcar- 
ried to the Diſreputation of his Highneſs; and then 
the Marlborough's and Evgene's coming on the Ho- 
rizon. the World turn'd all their Eyes upon them, 
and Prince Lewis was very little regarded. His 
Enemies went fo far, as to attack his Honour, and 
repreſented him as holding Correſpondence with 
France; which was an aboininable Scandal: And as 
Things haye been manag'd within theſe few Years 
paſt on the Rhine, tis certain, that any other General 
would have mifcarry'd ; and the World mult needs 
agree with the Opinion of Prince Lewis himſelf, who 
laſt Summer could not forbear to ſay publickly, 
* That it he hated or envied any General, that had 
* any Reputation to loſe, he would only endeavour 
* ro have him put at the Head of the Army of 
* the Empire on the Rhine.

On the oppoſite Square are very fine Baſs reliefs. 
In the middle is a winged Youth, ſuppoſed by 
learned Men to repreſent the Emperor's Genius. 
His Wings are ſpread in a flying Poſture ; under his 
Feet are ſeveral Inſtruments of War, as Quivers, 
Arrows, Bucklers, Go. He holds in his Right Hand 
a vaving Mantle, and in his Left a Celeſtial Globe 
ſtudded with Stars; on this Globe is ſeen the Moon 
with part of the Zodiack, on which are the Signs 
of Piſces and Aries, that denote the Months of Fe- 
bruary and March, in which Seaſon ancient Authors 
ſay this Deification was made. The Youth bears 
on one Shoulder Antoninw, on the other Fauſtina ; 
the firſt holding in his Hand a Scepter, having an 
Eagle Perch'd on the Tip of it: Fauſtina is veil'd, 
to denote her * 1 High over their Heads are 
2 Eagles on the Wing, which repreſent the Souls 
of the Emperor and Empreſs ſoaring up to Hea- 
ven. In the uppermoſt right Corner of this Square 
is Rome, with a Helmet on her Head, pointing 
with her Finger to the Winged Youth : Her right 
Hand reſts on a Shield, whereon is repreſented a 
Wolf Suckling Remus and Romulus. In the left Cor- 
ner is 2 naked Young Man praſping an Obelisk with 
his left Hand; his Right Hand is wanting. Tbere 
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are alſo a Serpent and a Cock, Symbols of the Pru- 
dence and Vigilance of Antoninus. | 

This Column was ſet upright by means of one of 
the beſt contriv'd Engines that has been made in 
Europe, ſince the Obelisk of St. Peter was erected, and 
let down again upon the Ground. This Engine is 
q built in the form of a Caſtle, upon ſix huge Maſts 
| or Pillars, cach made of twelve vaſt Pieces of Tim- 
ber girt with ſtrong Iron-work, and bound belides 
with Cordage leſt the Iron ſhould happen to fail: 
Theſe Pillars of Wood are 110 Palms high, and 
16 thick: Upon them ſtands the Caſtle, very ſtrong- 
ly put together, in it are 18 of the biggeſt Beams 
on could be found, to which all the Pullies and 
Wheels are faſten'd : There are 12 Capſtans, 
2 Levers, each of 35 Palms in length, Sc. goo Men 
were employ'd to work this Engine. As ſoon asthe 
Column was let down again upon the Ground, 
5o Chambers, the Cannon of the Caitle of St. Angelo, 
a great number of Drums and Trumpets, the Bells 
of the Curia, &c. proclaim'd the good Succeſs of 
the Trial of this Engine.

What remains; I am afraid may prove as afflicting 
Las what I have ſald; I ſhall therefore conſider the 
Motives which have engag'd the two Nations to 
enter upon a Treaty of Union at this time. In ge- 
* neral, my Lord, I think both of them had in their 
© View, to betterthemſelves by the Treaty; but be- 
© fore I enter upon the particular Motives of each 
Nation, I muſt inform this honourable Houſe, that 
© fince I can remember, the Two Nations have al- 
* tered their Sentiments upon that Affair, even al- 
* moſt to down · right Contradiction, they have chang- 
* ed Head. bands, as we ſay; for England, till of late, 
© never thought ir worth their Pains of treating with 
* us; the _— Bargain they made at the Beginning 
they reſolve to keep, and that which-we call an in- 
* corporating Union, was not ſo much as in their 
© Thoughts. The firſt Notice they ſeem'd to 
take of us, was in our Affair of Caledenia, when 
they had moſt effectually broke off that Deſign in 
* a manner, very well known to the World, and un- 
neceſſary to be repeated here; they kept themſelves 
quiet during the time of our Complaints upon that 
Head. In which time our Sovereign, to ſatisſie the 
Nation, and allay their Heats, did condeſcend to 
give us ſome good Laws, and amongſt others, thar 
of Perſonal Liberties; but England having declar'd' 
© their Succeſſion, and extended their Intail, without 
ever taking notice of us, our Gracious Sovereign 
„ Queen 
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Queen 4 NN, was Graciouſly pleaſed to give the 
Royal Aſſent to our AF of Security, to that of Peace 
and ll ar after the Deceaſe of her Majeſty, and the 
© Heirs of Her Body, and to give us a Hedge to all 
* our Sacred and Civil Interefts, by declaring it High 
* Treaſon to endeavour the Alteration of them, as 
they were then eſtabliſhed. Thereupon did follow 
the threatning and minatory Laws againſt us by 
the Parliament of England, and the unjuſt and un- 
equal Character of what her Majeſty had ſo Gra- 
* ciouſly condeſcended to in our Favours. Now, my 
Lord, whether the Deſire they had to have us en- 
g gag in the fame Succeſſion with them? or whe- 
* ther they found us like a free and independent Peo- 
* ple, breaking after more Liberty than what former- 
ly was look'd after? or whether they were afraid 
* of our A of Security, in caſe of her Majeſty's De- 
* ceaſe? Which of all theſe Motiyes has induc'd 
them to a Treaty, I leave it to themſelves. This J 
* muſt ſay only, they have made a good Bargain this 
* time alſo. | 

For the particular Motives that induc'd us, I 
* think they are obvious to be known, we found by 
* ſad Experience, that every Man hath advanc'd in 
power and Riches, as they have done in Trade, 
© and at the fame time conh ering, that no where 
through the World, Slaves are found to be rich, 
tho they ſhould be adorn'd with Chains of Gold; 
* we thereupon chang d our Notion of an Incorpo- 
rating Union. to that of a federal One; and being 
* reſolv'd to take this Opportunity to make Demands 
* upon them, before we enter into the Succeſſion, 
© we were content to impower her Majeſtyito autho- 
© rize and appoint Commiſſioners to treat with the 
© Commillioners of England, with as ample Powers 
© as the Lords Commiilioners from England had from 
© their Conſtituents, that we might not appear to 
© have leſs Confidence in Her Majeſty, nor more nar- 
© row heartedneſs in our Act, than our Neighbours of 
© England: And thereupon laſt Parliament, after Her 
Majeſty's Gracious Letter was read, deſiring us to 
declare the Succeſſion in the firſt Place, and after- 
* wards to appoint Commiſſioners to — mw

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found it neceſſary to renew our former NMſelve, which 
*1 ſhall read to this Honourable: Houſe :

Now, My Lord, the laſt Seſſion of Parliament 
© having, before they would enter into any Treaty 
* with 1 7 by a Vote of the Houſe, Paſs'd both 
* an AG for Limitations, and an Act for Rectifica- 
* tion of our Conſtitution. What mortal Man has 
* reaſon to doubt the Deſign of this Treaty was only 
* Federal ? - | 

* My Lord Chancellor, It remains now, that we 
* conſider the Behaviour of the Lords Commiſſioners 
at the Opening of this Treaty: And before I enter 
* upon that, allow me to make this Meditation; 
That if our Poſterity, after we are all dead and 
* gone, ſhall find themſelves under an ill. made Bar- 
* gain, and ſhall have a Recourſe unto our Records, 
and ſee who have been the Managers of that Treaty, 
by which they have ſuffer'd fo much: When they 
read the Names, they will certainly conclude and 
ay, Ah! our Nation has been reduc'd to the laſt 
* Extremity, at the time of this Treaty; all our 


* able Men, who us'd formerly to defend the Rights 
© and Liberties of the Nation, have Wen all kill'd 
and dead in the Bed of Honour, before ever the 
Nation was neceſſitate to condeſcend to ſuch 
mean and contemptible Terms : Where are the 
Names of the Chief Men, of the Noble Families of 
5 | O0 3 * Stuarty , 
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6 Stuarts, Hamiltons, Grahams, (Campbels, | Gor- 
$ dons, Fobrſtons, | Homes, Murrays, 'Kers, &C? 
Where are the two great Officers of the Crown, 
the Conſtables and Marſhals of Scotland? They 
© have certainly all been extinguiſh'd, and now we 
* are Slaves for ever. 6 

'* Whereas the Engliſh Records will make their 
Poſterity reverence the Memory of the honourable 
Names, who have brought under their fierce 
© Warlike, and troubleſome Neighbours, who ha 
* ftruggled ſo long for Independency, ſhed the beſt 
© Blood of their Nation, and reduc'd a conſiderable 
4 of their Country, to become waſte and deſo- 
late. 

I] am inform'd, My Lord, that our TCommiſſioners 
did indeed frankly tell the Lords Commiſlioners for 
England, That the Inclination of the People of 
$ Scotland were much altered of late, in relation to 
* an Incorporating Union; and that therefore, ſince 
the Intail was to end with her Majeſty's Life, 
(whom GO D long preſerve) it was proper to begin 
the Treaty upon the Foot of the Treaty of 
* 1604 Year -of GOD, the Time when we came 
*firſt under one Sovereign: But this the Engliſh 
* Commiſſioners would not agree to; and . 
miſſioners, that they might not ſeem obſtinate, 
were willing to treat and conclude in the Terms 
laid before this Honourable Houſe, and ſubjected 
to their Determination. - 

If the Lords Commiſſioners for England had been 

* as Civil and complaiſant, they ſhould certainly have 
* finiſh'd a Federal Treaty iikewiſc, that both Na- 
* tions might have the Choice, which of them'to 
have gone into, as they thought fit; but they 
F wou'd hear of nothing but an intire and compleat 
Union, a Name which comprehends an Union, 
* either by Incorporation, Surrender, or Conqueſt ; 
* whereas our Commiſſioners thought of nothing but 
* a fair, equal Incorporating Union. Whether this 
* beſo or no 1 leave it to eyery Man's Judgment; 
* but as for my ſelf, I muſt beg liberty ro think it no 
i ſuch thing: For I take an Incorporating Union to 
be, where there is a Change both in the Material 
and Formal Points of Government, as if two Pieces 
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© of Metal were melted down into one Maſs, it can 
neither be ſaid to retain its former Form or Sub- 
© ſtance as it did before the Mixture. But now, when 
* I conſider this Treaty, as it hath been explain'd and 
* ſpoke to before us this Three Weeks by paſt, I ſee the 
* Engliſh Conſtitution remaining firm, the ſame T'wo 
* Houſes of Parliament, the ſame Taxes, the ſame 
* Cuſtoms, the ſame Exciſes, the ſame Trade in 
* Companies, the ſame Municipal Laws and Courts 
of Judicature ; and all ours either ſubject to Regu- 
{lations or Annihilations, only we have the Honour 
* to pay their old Debts, and to have ſome few Per- 
* ſons preſent, for Witneſſes to the Validity of the 
* Deed, when they are pleaſed to contract more. 
Good God What, is this an entire Surrender ? 


My Lord, I find my Heart fo full of Grief and 


© Indignation, that I muſt beg Pardon not to 
* finiſh the laſt Part of my Diſcourſe, that I may drop 
a Tear, as the Prelude to ſo ſad a Story. 
After having ſate down, and ſome Diſcourſes by 
other Members intervening, he continued bis 
Diſcourſe thus : 


© My Lord Chancellor, What I am now to ſay, re- 


* lates to the Method of Procteding in this weighty 


* Aﬀair : I hear it propoſed by a Noble Member of 
the other fide, That we ſhould Proceed in the ſame 
© Order as the Lords Commiiſioners Treaters did. 
In my humble Opinion, My Lord, it is neither the 
natural Method, nor can it be done without great 
* Confuiion and Repetition. To ſay, You'll Agree 
© ro the Union of the Two Kingdoms, before you 
* Agree in the Terms upon which they are to be Uni- 
ted, ſeems like driving the 2 before the Oxen. The 
Articles, which narrate the Conditions, ſeem to be 
* the Premiſſes upon which the Concluſion is inferred ; 
and according as they, are found good or bad, the 
* Succeſs will follow. hen a Man is Married to a 
»Fortune in England, as they call it, I ſuppoſe he is 


* ſatisfied with the thing before he determines him- 


* ſelf to Marry; and the Propoſal I have heard of 
* Agreeing to the Firſt Article, with a Proviſo, That 
*;f the reſt of the Articles ſhall be found ſatisfactory 
*and no otherwiſe, is of a- piece with the reſt, an 
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© looks like beating the Air, and no ways conſiſtent 
with fair and ſquare Dealings. Beſides, My Lord, 
if we were to go upon the Firſt Article; Are not 
all the reſt of the Articles, beſides many others not 
* contained in the Articles, valid Arguments either 
Fro and Con. againſt Concluding or not Concluding 
the Firſt Article? And no Vote in this Houſe can 
* hinder a Man from making uſe of what Arguments 
* he thinks fit. Moreover, the ſearching the Records, 
and the reviſing the Sratute-Books, comparing the 
* Books of Rates, Cuſtoms, Exciſe, Taxes, ot both Na- 
© tions one with another, muſt all be previouſly con- 
$ fider'd e're we determine our ſelves in one ſingle 
* Article ; add to this, that the Prohibitory Clauſe 
© with relation to the Trade of both Nations, muſt 
* be adjuſted, leſt, like AÆſep's Dog, we loſe the Old, 
in graſping at the New; the State of the Engliſh 
Companies muſt alſo be expoſed, how far we {hall 
© have Liberty into them, and what Advantage we 
* may propoſe to our ſelves by Trading to theſe 
© Places where they are ſecured ; and above all, 
* My Lord, the Security of our National Church, 
© and of all that's dear unto us, muſt be previouſly 
© eſtabliſhed to us, if practicable, before we Con- 
© clude the Firſt Article. 

Therefore, My Lord, though my particular Opi- 
nion be, though we had a Care. blanch from England; 
* yet the delivery up of our Sovereignty, gives back 
with one hand, what we receive with the other, 
and that there can be no Secutity without the 
Guarantee of a diſtinct Independency betwixt the 
Parties Treating: Yet, My Lord, for further Satiſ- 
faction to this Honourable Houſe, that every 
Member may fully fatisfie himſelf, I humbly Pro- 
* poſe, That paſling by the Firſt Three Articles, 
* which appear to be mnch of a-piece, we begin at
